California 'Leap' 
Upsets Gam e Plan

WASHINGTON (N EA ) 
r resh California moves have wiped out the prospect 
that Sen. Hubert Humphrey, New York Mayor John Lind­ 
say or anybody else can play a waiting game with 
respect to the 1972 Democratic presidential primaries. 
For months, the line has been that any candidate 
could wait until April 7, three days after the important 
Wisconsin primary, to decide whether or not to enter 
the June 6 California test and perhaps one or two others. 
The obvious purpose — to watch for possible major 
stumbles in the first four primaries, from March 7 
through April 4, by Sens. Edmund Muskie, Henry Ja c k ­ 
son, George McGovern and Fred Harris. Particularly 
il league-leading Muskie should falter, 
late-bloomers 
might want to jump in. 
But California has confounded this little strategy. 
Filing deadline for slates of national convention delegates 
has been moved back from April 7 to March 24. That 
means anybody who wants to bid for the state’s 271 
votes in the June primary has to make the leap before 
he has seen the crucial Wisconsin result. 
The California development heightens the significance 
of the March 14 Florida primary, where a host of can­ 
didates will try out. It will provide potential late-bloomers 
with the most vital evidence available before the March 
24 deadline, as to the relative strengths of Muskie, Ja c k ­ 
son and others. 
Muskie already is being tabbed the sure winner in the 
March 7 New Hampshire primary against McGovern 
and possible Jackson (if his new' samplings of the state 
mood encourage him to enter). The Maine senator’s 
rivals could hurt him there by getting a big slice of the 
vote, but, curiously, even substantial victory won’t help 
him all that much. Eyes will be on the broader battle 
in Florida. 
The change in the California deadline may prove aca­ 
demic as far as Lindsay is concerned. For many weeks. 
Democratic professionals have been saying that the may­ 
or, as a now boy in the party, can’t play the w'aiting 
game anyway — that he must plunge in early to dem­ 
onstrate, if he can. some kind of hold on Democratic 
voters. Certain poll readings may encourage him to do 
this, though some appraisers still think Lindsav will, in 
the end, stay out of the race. 
For Humphrey it is a different story. He truly does not 
want to go the full primary route. Yet the passing days 
make it ever clearer that his residual strength in his 
party is probably not sufficient to give him a real chance 
at the nomination any other way. 
The California moves could help to force his hand, 
compelling him to go earlier than he wishes, or to forget 
the whole thing. 
Not many politicians want to say it out loud, but most, 
of Muskie’s opponents are really engaged in a stop- 
Muskie movement. His busiest adversaries, declared as 
candidates or active but unannounced, generally rank 
so low in polls they can’t at this time be seriously 
weighed as likely winners. 
While they thrash about, Muskie goes on picking up 
juicy endorsements. The effort, of course, is to create 
momentum and an aura of inevitability. He is wooing 
some major governors with the argument that their early 
support could fuel this impression and avoid a damaging 
party split 
Nominating history indicates, however, that some polar­ 
ization always occurs. The recent intra-party wrangle 
over the temporary chairmanship of the 1972 convention 
credientials committee has left a bitter aftermath which 
suggests history may do a sharp repeat next year.

processing industries. 
In many way* the business 
structure of Missouri’s towns in 
1821 more nearly resembled 
that 
of 
medieval 
European 
cities 
than 
of 
twentieth 
- 
century America. In 1812, for 
instance, St. Louis completed 
her market house, an open 
structure containing ten stalls 
for rental to provisioners. A 
salaried clerk of the market 
supervised 
transactions there 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays, 
the appointed days on which 
farmers 
must 
offer 
their 
produce for 
sale 
to 
local 
residents only at that spot. The 
clerk had powers to seize any 
unwholesome meats or foods 
and 
to 
bring 
the 
offender 
before 
legal 
authorities 
for 
punishments. 
According 
to 
Paxton, by 1821 the market 
house supplied citizens with an 
abundance of fish and fowl, 
good 
meats and 
vegetables, 
fruit 
in 
season 
and 
ample 
quantities of produce from the 
surrr 
ding countryside. 
Artisans too operated in a 
manner 
reminiscent 
of 
the 
Middle Ages in fulfilling the 
literal meaning of the word 
“ manufacturing,” making by 
hand many of the items desired 
by 
local 
inhabitants 
and 
visitors to the city. Hatters, 
tailors, shoemakers, cabinet - 
makers, blacksmiths and skilled 
workmen in other lines plied 
their trades at St. Louis and 
Franklin, and in advertising for 
journeymen 
workers 
and 
apprentices to aid them made 
use of terms that went back to 
the age of the medieval guilds. 
In the sense that a tailor made 
a 
suit 
to 
order 
and 
a 
blacksmith did likewise for a 
plow, they were custom - order 
artisans in the tradition of the 
medieval guilds. Many of them 
were craftsmen of great ability, 
able 
to 
turn 
out 
exquisite 
workmanship in such finished 
p ro d u cts 
as 
furniture, 
silverware and jewelry. As in 
the Middle Ages, regulations as 
to quality of workmanship and 
prices still applied 
in some 
fields of production. “ An Act 
Regulating the Rates of Toll 
for Grinding” in 1814 set the 
toll that millers could charge 
for grinding grains. In 1816 a 
city ordinance of St. Louis 
enacted an “ assize of bread,” 
setting a standard price of 12XA 
cents a loaf and specifying the 
legal changes that could be 
made in its weight as the price 
of flour moved up anddown. 
As owners of their own shops 
and tools and supervisors of all 
operations, 
master 
artisans 
were 
capitalists, 
managers, 
employers and workmen all in 
one. Possibly, they found their 
lives more satisfying than that 
of an assembly -line worker 
today 
because 
they 
had 
opportunity to exercise their 
“ instinct for 
workmanship.” 
For certain, they were in great 
demand, 
editors 
everywhere 
urging them to set up shop in 
the local community. 
L e ss 
evidence 
exists 
concerning 
those 
listed 
as 
“ lab orers.” 
The 
papers 
generally reported 
them 
as 
scarce and in much demand, 
and all accounts seem to agree 
that wages were “ high.” Than 
may 
have 
accounted for 
complaints by employers, such 
as Christian Wilt at St. Louis, 
t h a t 
w o r k m e n 
were 
incompetent, 
unreliable 
and 
frequently drunk.

the frontier no great distance 
away, apprentices could run 
off if they wished.

being perhaps the 
most famous example. 
Professions 
and 
social 
institutions 
alike 
developed 
most 
rapidly 
in 
urban 
communities and thus towns 
led in modifying the simple 
structure 
that 
characterized 
pioneer life. Lawyers, doctors, 
preachers and teachers resided 
in all Missouri towns by 1821. 
Paxtons St. Louis Directory 
for 
1821 
even 
noted 
the 
presence of four hair dressers 
and perfumers, and of several 
professional 
musicians 
who 
played for local balls. 
Missouri’s rapidly changing 
society and economy naturally 
evoked 
comments 
from 
thoughtful European migrants 
who became a part 
of it. 
Hermann Steines, a German 
immigrant to Missouri in the 
early 1830s, thus judged his 
new home 
in 
terms of his 
observations of both the old 
world and the new. In his 
opinion, 
the 
tendency 
of 
Missouri’s laws to stress equal 
rights for ail made it possible 
for 
every 
shoemaker 
and 
merchant to preach the gospel, 
practice law or medicine teach 
school or do whatever his heart 
desired. As a result, the higher 
professions 
contained 
too 
many quacks, and standards of 
excellence fell short of those 
which prevailed in his native 
Germany. On the other hand, 
S tein es 
appreciated 
the 
mildness of taxes and freedom 
from onerous military service 
that he eryoyed in Missouri, 
and he approved of the richest 
and the poorest mingling on 
equal terms. Like all societies, 
pioneer Missouri had both its 
faults and virtues, and these 
were recognized by thoughtful 
participants in its activities and 
developments.

In St. Louis, Julia Hancock 
Clark, Virginia-born wife of the 
last 
territorial 
governor 
of 
Missouri, 
cherished a recipe 
combining corn meal with eggs 
and a bit of orange peel. Some 
200 miles along the Missouri 
River upstream, a housewife in 
Old Franklin prepared a far 
plainer fare of corn dodgers 
and wild game. Although both 
women were Southern born, 
the contrast in food served 
their families exemplified the 
major cultures of the Missouri 
Territory 
on 
its 
eve 
of 
statehood 
in 
1820. 
These 
cultures, combined with the 
frontier environment, dictated 
life - patterns of the wives and 
mothers of early Missouri. 
Julia 
Clark, 
until 
failing 
health required her return to 
her 
home 
in 
the 
Roanoke 
Valley, lived among the French 
Creoles 
of 
St. 
Louis. 
She 
observed the French colonists’ 
fondness for festive foods and 
festive 
occasions. 
Cordials, 
homemade from local berries, 
sparked 
the 
frequent 
social 
gatherings o f the St. 
Louis 
French just as spices, shipped 
up the Mississippi River from 
NewOrleans, 
piqued 
their 
gumbos and crocquecignoles. 
Mrs. 
Clark’s 
counterpart 
in 
central Missouri, the American 
mother 
of the log - cabin 
family, 
lived a much more 
humble life. Her home chores 
were 
more 
basic 
and 
demanding; if she did not make 
her fam ily’s clothes they had 
little 
to 
wear, 
other 
than 
deerskin garments. 
Thus Missouri had two very 
divergent life-styles during the 
years 
before 
the 
territory 
officailly became a state. One 
pattern was exemplified by the 
St. Louis French and generally 
was uniform for all classes. The 
other mode of living, found in 
the cabins of 
the 
outstate 
areas, 
included two distinct 
classes — the itinerant squatters 
and 
the 
more 
permanent 
American 
settlers. 
Heritage, 
with environment as a leveler, 
determined the ways of life. 
French residents of St. Louis 
came primarily from Canada 
although 
some, 
such 
as 
Madame 
Marie 
Therese 
Chouteau, who was present at 
the 
founding 
of St. 
Louis, 


Mass 
was 
attended 
in 
the 
morning 
by 
female* 
illiterate Frenchmen; and in 
the 
afternoon, both French 
and Americana assembled at 
each other’s houses in parties 
for social amusement. Dance«,

The French housewife’s time 
for social life was determined 
to an extent by her time free 
f r o m 
h o u s e h o l d 
responsibilities. Domestic help, 
inc’uding slaves, existed within 
the French culture of the St. 
Louis area. The homes with 
servants 
undoubtedly 
were 
limited to the more well -to -do 
families, such as the household 
of Auguste Chouteau, the St.

The commercials imply that the good life is 
some-how inexorably connected with the use of powerful cars 
and high-test gasoline. Actually, motorists who use them are 
committing slow suicide.” 
“ Nonsence,” answered several owners of TV stations. “ If you 
look, you can find a menace in any product, even candy bars 
Eat too many o f them and you may get a toothache. If we gave 
away free time to everybody who had a gripe against a product, 
we d be out of business in no tim e.” 
Determined, the irate group demanded their free time in 
court. 
IF YOU WERE THE JU D GE, would you order the stations 
to provide free television time to the free-breathers? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that since 
there is undisputed evidence that air pollution is a health hazard 
which is enlarged by those gasolines that unduly pollute the air 
public interest considerations require that TV stations which 
broadcast 
commercials 
promoting

and 
high-powered automobiles allow a reasonable amount of free

crime 
figures 
for 
the 
fall 
television season are now in, 
and it has been confirmed that 
there 
were 
increases 
in 
all 
categories of crime in prime 
time from rape to involuntary 
homicide. 
For example, there were 
twice 
as 
many 
murders 
committed on the networks in 
September of this year as in all 
of 1971. 
Aggravated assaults were up 
176 per cent, and robbery rose 
320 per cent, if you include 
the reruns of old James Cagney 
movies. 
The report 
indicated that 
while guns were still the chief 
weapons in television crime, 
writers were introducing more 
sophisticated methods of doing 
away 
with 
victims. 
These 
included holding their heads 
under sewer water, throwing 
gasoline on them and setting 
them afire, pushing them into 
bubbling vats of molasses and 
running them down in 1938 
Buicks in dark alleys.

Upsets Game Plan

WASHINGTON (N KA) 
Fresh California moves have wiped out the prospect 
that Sen Hubert Humphrey. New York Mayor John Lind­ 
say or anybody else can play a waiting game with 
respect to the 1972 Democratic presidential primaries. 
For months, the line has been that any candidate 
could wait until April 7. three days after the important 
Wisconsin primary, to decide whether or not to enter 
the June 6 California test and perhaps one or two others. 
The obvious purpose — to watch for possible major 
stumbles in the first four primaries, from March 7 
through April 4. by Sens. Kdmund Muskie, Henry Jack ­ 
son, George McGovern and Fred Harris. Particularly 
if league leading Muskie should falter, late-bloomers 
might want to jump in 
But California has confounded this little strategy. 
Filing deadline for slates of national convention delegates 
has been moved back from April 7 to March 24 That 
means anybody who wants to bid for the state’s 271 
votes in the June primary has to make the leap before 
he has seen the crucial Wisconsin result. 
The California development heightens the significance 
of the March 14 Florida primary, where a host of can­ 
didates will try out It will provide potential late-bloomers 
with the most vital evidence available before the March 
24 deadline, as to the relative strengths of Muskie, Ja c k ­ 
son and others. 
Muskie already is being tabbed the sure winner in the 
March 7 New Hampshire primary against McGovern 
and possible Jackson (if his new samplings of the state 
mood encourage him to enter). The Maine senator's 
rivals could hurt him there by getting a big slice of the 
vote, but, curiously, even substantial victory won’t help 
him all that much. Eyes will be on the broader battle 
in Florida. 
The change in the California deadline may prove aca­ 
demic as far as Lindsay is concerned. For many weeks. 
Democratic professionals have been saying that the may­ 
or. as a new boy in the party, can’t play the waiting 
game anyway — that he must plunge in early to dem­ 
onstrate, if he can. some kind of hold on Democratic 
voters. Certain poll readings may encourage him to do 
this, though some appraisers still think Lindsay will, in 
the end, stay out of the race. 
For Humphrey it is a different story. He truly does not 
want to go the full primary route. Yet the passing days 
make it ever clearer that his residual strength in his 
party is probably not sufficient to give him a real chance 
at the nomination any other way. 
The California moves could help to force his hand, 
compelling him to go earlier than he wishes, or to forget 
the whole thing 
Not many politicians want to say it out loud, but most/ 
of Muskie’s opponents are really engaged in a stop* 
Muskie movement 
His busiest adversaries, declared as 
candidates or active but unannounced, generally rank 
so low in polls they can’t at this time be seriously 
weighed as likely winners. 
While they thrash about. Muskie goes on picking up 
juicy endorsements. The effort, of course, is to create 
momentum and an aura of inevitability. He is wooing 
some major governors with the argument that their early 
support could fuel this impression and avoid a damaging 
party split 
Nominating history indicates, however, that some polar­ 
ization always occurs. The recent intra-party wrangle 
over the temporary chairmanship of the 1972 convention 
credientials committee has left a bitter aftermath which 
suggests history may do a sharp repeat next year.

Hatters, 
tailors, shoemakers, cabinet -

television season are now in, 
and it has been confirmed that 
there 
were 
increases 
in 
all 
categories of crime in prime 
time from rape to involuntary 
homicide. 
For example, there were 
twice 
as 
many 
murders 
committed on the networks in 
September of this year as in all 
of 1971. 
Aggravated assaults were up 
176 per cent, and robbery rose 
320 per cent, if you include 
the reruns of old James Cagney 
movies. 
The report 
indicated that 
while guns were still the chief 
weapons in television crime, 
writers were introducing more 
sophisticated methods of doing 
away 
with 
victims. 
These 
included holding their heads 
under sewer water, throwing 
gasoline on them and setting 
r H 
them afire, pushing them into 
bubbling vats of molasses and 
running them down in 1938 
Buicks in dark alleys. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
the 
criminal division of television 
broadcasting said, 
“ It ’s true 
that there has been an upsurge 
of crime on T V as compared to 
last year, but 1 would like to 
point 
out 
that 
despite the 
increase, 
every 
crime 
committed 
on 
one 
of our 
shows has been solved in 90 
minutes or less. ” 
The spokesman was asked 
why most of the crimes this 
year were solved by private 
investigators and not by the 
police. 
He said, “The reason for this 
is that the private eye, as we 
like 
to call 
him, has more 
flexibility than a city detective. 
A private eye doesn’t have to 
worry about such things as 
applying for a search warrant, 
using brutality on a suspect, 
lying to the police or making 
out with the wife of the victim. 
“ the recent Supreme Court 
rulings have made it impossible 
for us to use the city police in 
our 
shows 
other 
than 
in 
supporting roles or for comic 
relief.” 
“ Why do the police in all TV 
crime shows arrive on the scene 
of the crime five minutes after 
the private detectives?” 
“ We 
have 
found 
from 
experience that if the police 
arrive late, it gives the private 
eye an opportunity to find the 
needed evidence that will lead 
him to the killer. If the police 
arrived at the same time as the 
private eye, they would find 
the evidence first, and then 
you would have no show.” 
A 
reporter 
asked 
the 
spokesman 
if 
he 
were 
concerned that there is more 
voolence on 
televiaoon than 
ever before. 
“We’re 
always 
concerned 
with violence, and we try not 
to overdo it. But at the same 
time there are just so many 
ways you can kill somebody, 
and the more imaginative the 
crime, the more the public will 
respond. The one thing that 
has all the criminals on TV 
worried 
is 
that 
they 
will 
become predictable.” 
“ Can we expect a new T V 
crime wave in 1972?" 
“ It ’s 
too 
early 
to 
say. 
Perhaps when the ratings are 
in, we’ll know how much crime 
the 
public 
will 
stand. 
I 
personally 
predict there will 
probably 
be 
fewer 
family 
murders, and 
we 
may have 
more crazed killers in 1971." 
"Why more crazed killers?" 
" The TV writers are running 
out of plots. When you have a 
crazed killer, you don’t need 
any motivation for his crime. 
He does it because he’s crazy. 
You can’t imagine how that 
simplifies a story line.”

After ice rims the bogs, we 
hear wild geese, and look up to 
see the long arrows moving 
down the sky. Some pass at 
night, and we only hear them. 
Our particular location is not a 
vantage point for the details of 
the migration, and per haps this 
ifl good. 
Steve Powell, who lived on 
Point Agreeable because It was 
remote and peaceful, was not 
altogether a hooraw boy for 
wild 
geese, because 
his 
bedroom window opened on 
the Grand Central Terminal of 
the migration and spring and 
fall were noisy. Steve could lie 
between waking and rising and 
count 
honks 
to 
arrive 
at 
reliable 
statistics 
about 
the 
goose population. Besides, bird 
watchers came with binoculars 
to hide behind bushes and spy, 
and Steve's daily program came 
off in something of a crowd. It 
would seem one can get too 
much of geese. 
But here at our farm we hear 
only the distant high honking 
and see the geometric symbol 
of the flight. Once in a great 
while a flock will come over 
low enough so an invitation to 
dinner might be extended, but 
no so often as in the days 
before villages. My grandfather 
kept 
his 
Civil 
War 
musket 
loaded with shingle nails, and 
would 
optimistically 
bang 
away 
a 
couple of times a 
season. But his father had the 
Queen's Arm from Louisbourg 
and Quebec, and he counted 
on a number of feeds of geese 
each spring and fall. The gun 
was kept loaded just inside 
the 
grainroom 
door, 
and 
whenever the telltale honking 
came to hia ears he’d charge for 
the barn and bring out the 
flintlock. There are a couple of 
stories 
about 
his 
goose 
shooting — one of which ia 
true. 
He had downed a gander, 
but he 
fell 
up beyond the 
Helds, in the woods. Looking 
for his game he found a dog 
fox trotting along with the 
goose in his mouth — the fox 
had found the bird first. He 
shouted, and his shout alarmed 
the fox until he dropped the 
goose and scampered. 
The other story was how he 
was riding along the country 
road in the buggy, and a honk 
of geese came. Having no gun, 
he was thrown on his wits, so 
he grabbed the buggy whip, 
stood 
up, 
and 
slapped the 
handle 
against 
the 
leather 
buggyseat. This, you see, made 
a report like a gun going off, 
and one of the geese was duped 
into thinking he had been shot 
at, and he fell. 
1 
would 
guess, 
with 
a 
latterday analysis, that these 
two 
stories derived 
from a 
single incident, and merit study 
as antecedents of folklore. I ’d 
surmise that one day he was 
riding in the buggy, and saw a 
fox cross the road with a goose 
he had caught in the swamp. 
He yelled, and the fox did drop 
the gooae.

We have another kind of 
wild geese — and don't get 
persnickety 
here 
about 
my 
ganders and genders, because 
these other wild geese come 
plural in the singular. They are 
the sparks that creep across the 
fireplace of a coxy evening, 
when the logs are hot. They 
foretell a storm, which merely 
means that they are some kind 
of reaction to atmospherics. 
C onditions 
prevail, 
and 
patterns evolve. 
Trout fishing is best when 
the apple trees are in bloom — 
but apple trees have nothing to 
do 
w it h 
trout. 
The 
development of the springtime, 
throughout nature, causes the 
apple trees to burst and causes 
the flies to emerge. Trout rise 
to flies. And as a fall or winter 
storm 
takes shape in these 
parts, 
there 
is some similar 
cause and effect which makes 
the 
soot 
in 
a 
fireplace 
combustible. These wild geese 
are a sparkler -like flame that 
starts in a certain way and 
travels in a triangle, as wild 
geese fly, across the bricks. 
Evening 
after evening, we 
will have a fire on the hearth, 
sitting 
woth our books and 
apples, and there will be no 
wild geese. But one evening, aa 
we glance to see if maybe 
another stick is due, one of us 
will say, "W ild geese flying!" 
And behind the flames coming 
up from the logs, we see these 
arrows of sparks making their 
flights. It ’s fun to watch them, 
because their pattern doesn't 
seem 
to make sense 
Y ou’d 
expect soot to burn another 
way — perhaps to start from a 
center and make a circle. Why, 
if a spark starts, does it make a 
goose * flock angle and fly in a 
straight linef It ia clear to see 
why 
the 
first 
observer 
of 
fireplace will -u ’ 
the 
wisps 
likened them to the flight of 
wild geese down the sky.
